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Traffic Tragedy 
Lack of Charges Raises Questions in Fatal Ac- 
cident

The sad and tragic death of 87-year-old Jean 
Helen Cadden of Mattapoisett, who succumbed to injuries 
sustained when hit by a car driven by 85-year-old Evelyn 
Pursley of Mattapoisett on the morning of Friday, August 





3, has raised some questions in the court of public opinion 
about the latter woman's culpability in the accident. 

Ms. Cadden, known as "Caddie" to her friends 
and family, was crossing Route 6 inside the crosswalk 
between the Mattapoisett Fire Station and Eastern Bank 
on that fateful morning when Ms. Pursley's vehicle struck 
her while heading west towards Fairhaven. Ms. Cadden 
was airlifted to Boston where she was treated for multiple 
fractures until passing away last week.

According to Mattapoisett PoHce Chief Mary 
Lyons, Ms. Pursley claimed she thought Ms. Cadden was 
"out of her lane of travel'' when she struck her. 

Ms. Pursley declined further comment on the 
incident when reached by phone. 

Ms. Pursley was subsequently cited for failing to 
yield to a pedestrian, a minor infraction which carries a 
$100 fine and related insurance surcharges. 

Chief Lyons said her department would not 
immediately pursue the more serious criminal charge of 
negligent vehicular homicide — which under Massachu- 
setts General Laws (MGL) Chapter 90, Section 24G could 
result in a prison term from 30 days to up to two-and-a- 
half years — without first getting more information. 

'Typically the call (to bring charges) is initially 
made here, but we do review the situation with the 
District Attorney's office," Chief Lyons said. "People are 
jumping to conclusions about what happened. My under- 
standing is there has been an autopsy (but) I can't assume 
the accident was the cause of death. At this time we don't 
intend on charging (Ms. Pursley)." 

Chief Lyons said she has heard a lot of misinfor- 
mation concerning the incident since a local newspaper 
account "sensationalized" her department's decision to 
hold off on bringing further charges against Ms. Pursley. 

"The mere fact that (Ms. Cadden) passed away is 
tragic ... but this is not going to be a decision made by the 
public," she said.

But some close to Ms. Cadden allege that Ms. 
Pursley's prominence in the local community as an advo- 
cate for senior issues and a longtime member of both the 
Council on Aging and American Legion Post is the reason 
she isn't facing more stringent charges. 

Ms. Cadden's family has retained the services of 
local Attorney Stephen Clapp to represent them and a 
classified advertisement w^as placed in this week's edition 
of The Wanderer seeking any and all information about the 
August 3 accident. 

A similar vehicular homicide incident occurred 
in 1998 just a few feet away from where Ms. Cadden was 
hit when 86-year-old Evelyn Costello of Wareham struck 
68-year-old Priscilla Thompson of Mattapoisett, pushing 
the woman through a store's plate-glass window adjacent 
to the Mattapoisett Post Office. Ms. Costello, who claimed 
she mistook the accelerator for the brake, was charged 
and pled guilty to motor vehicular homicide by negli- 
gence and served probation while voluntarily forfeiting 
her driver's license.

The Church family has been a continued presence 
in the community since that time and they have long been 
stewards of much of the town's open space for the past 
300 years. 

On Sunday, August 26, a ceremony was held by 
the Rochester Land Trust, Inc. to honor George Church, 
his late wife Katherine, and their family's years of service 
and commitment to the Town of Rochester as the trust 
dedicated a wildlife preservation area in the couple's 
name. 

The parcel of land that was dedicated as the 
"George E. and Katherine H. Church Wildlife Conserva- 
tion Area" is located at 190 Marion Road. The land at 
190 Marion Road will soon have a small parking area so 
people will access to the 28-acre tract's many trails. The 
Rochester Land Trust acquired the property from the 
Churches at a price that was less than 10 percent of the 
land's market value because the Church family felt that it 
was important that it remain open space for future gen- 
erations. 

According to Rochester Land Trust President 
Russ Keeler, the Trust also sought, and received, a grant 
from the Buzzards Bay National Estuary Program that 
will offset 25 percent of the cost of the land and they also 
were given a loan from the Coalition For Buzzards Bay's 
(CBB) revolving land fund at a rate less than prime to

order to prevent a potential conflict of interest. 

"The board probably recognizes that the Water/ 
Sewer Commission intends to replace the North Street 
sewer in the spring/' Mr. Michalski said. "A month and a 
half ago (the board also) ... mentioned a drainage project. 
When I looked at the plans, I wasn't certain that replacing 
the drain system would be an automatic improvement to 
the brook which discharges into the town beach." 

"My primary concern is twofold: one, to eliminate 
the brook that comes off Captain's Lane," Mr. Denham 
said. "And two, put some sort of storm water treatment 
that would handle the drainage. Then we would at least 
be pre-treating the stormwater from North Street before 
letting it go. The beach parking lot is not large enough to 
do stormwater management on that brook, but (it might) 
be big enough to treat the runoff from North Street." 

"You're talking about a $100,000 to $150,000 proj- 
ect, depending on the amount of pipe you need and the 
size of the treatment area," Mr. Michalski said. "A lot will 
also depend on the permitting ... adding a new discharge 
into the (beach area) is always difficult to permit." 

"As far as priorities go, we have a discharge issue 
at the town beach so I'd rather focus on getting this done 
as soon as possible," Selectman Collyer said. 

"The problem I see here is timing," Mr. Michal- 
ski said. "If the North Street project is going out to bid in 
January, you only have about four months to come up 
with a drainage project."

In 1859 there were eleven separate school districts 
in Rochester, each hiring their own teachers, examining 
pupils at the close of a term, paying bills, making repairs 
and providing supplies. A School Committee was estab- 
lished by 1868 and by 1869 the town report indie ates the 
district system was abolished and the School Committee 
took charge of the schoolhouses as well as employment of 
teachers. 

The Waterman School was built in 1883 to accom-

and Davis School Districts. Old records state that the 
school was "on a conspicuous and beautiful situation near 
the residence of the late George Waterman (1805-1883) for 
$1,342.91. The lot was purchased from Calvin H. Randall 
for $60." 

In 1885 the Waterman School children gave an 
entertainment earning $7.55 and with the $2 the schol- 
ars and teachers earned by cleaning the building, they 
purchased a clock, map and pictures. An organ and a bell 
were secured by contributions of interested people. 

A one-room addition costing $2,282.12 was built 
on to the Waterman School in 1907. 

This district continued to expand and in 1932 the 
North Rochester Schoolhouse was moved to the Water- 
man location, renovated and enlarged on the easterly end 
with other minor repairs for $1,658.14. The Stuart School 
building was moved and joined to the North Rochester 
School building for $3,295. Neither of the Waterman 
buildings had toilet facilities, but a large outhouse with 
separate accommodations for the girls and boys stood on 
the property and was used until 1954. 

In early 1954 pupils were moved into the newly- 
constructed Rochester Consolidated (now) Memorial 
School which accommodated Grades 1 through 8. 

The north building was sold and moved away 
and the south building was given to the Rochester Fire 
Department in 1956 with an appropriation of $3,200 to 
make necessary alterations. The renovation of the build-

I ve never put much stock in dream-interpretation books — the ones 
that tell you a dream about your teeth falling out means you're insecure. 
They may be accurate, for all I know — but to me, dreams should be ex- 
perienced and felt, not subjected to cold waking logic. So I am hesitant to 
put David Lynch's new identity-crisis horror epic INLAND EMPIRE (yes, 
all caps) on the autopsy table and scrutinize its guts. Lynch has spoken 
of the creative process — how he ''gets his ideas" — as ''catching the big 
fish," and this is his biggest fish yet; you swim around alongside it and 
on top of it and inside it for three hours, and you come out a bit dazed 
and confused, seeing everything as Lynch does for a while, focusing on 
mundane objects and noticing their texture. INLAND EMPIRE reboots 
your head. 

The "plot" can be whisked away in a sentence: An actress (Laura 
Dern) is filming a remake of a cursed, unfinished Polish movie that got 
derailed by the murders of its lead actors, and she finds herself re-enact- 
ing the film's story by falling in love with her co-star (Justin Theroux). 
But this is like saying that Lynch's Twin Peaks was "about" who killed 
Laura Palmer. Lynch begins with a mystery — an ear found in a field, 
a videotape arriving at your door — and then collects odds (very odd) 
and ends to put all around it, like an artist gluing found objects into a 
collage. Lynch is an all-around artist, keeping his hand in painting and 
music and photography and sculpture when he's not making movies, 
though his best movies, including this one, combine all those media. 

It's clear by now that, whatever else she does (and she's been great 
in other movies like Citizen Ruth), Laura Dern was put here to be Lynch's 
avatar, the ideal mix of innocence and depravity. Dern is the prettiest, most 
surprising fish Lynch ever caught — or, rather, a lure for his idea-fish. 
Mid-film, she has a lengthy monologue — at that point, it's up for grabs 
what character she's playing, if any — that comes from the nightside of 
human experience, the world of Frank Booth and Leland Palmer, the 
grubby under- the-rock "reality" that fascinates Lynch at the same time he 
works to transcend it. Dern knocks herself out whichever reality she's in; 
whichever universe she occupies becomes hers, and Lynch's digital- video

camera isolates her at her most vulnerable, finding beauty in ugliness and 
vice versa. 

Aside from that. Lynch fills the three hours (which fly by — it's 
not the endurance test you might expect, provided that you're attuned 
to Lynch's style) with divertissements that nave thrown various Internet 
message boards into orgies of theorizing. There are women (whores? 
angels?) who launch into a song-and-dance number set to "The Loco- 
motion"; this is preceded by the sound of a train. (Lynch's use of aural 
effects, as always, is impeccable; watch this with a good sound system 
or even headphones if possible.) Various characters speak solemn Polish 
to each other, referring to events just outside the narrative. There's a lot 
of ominous mood, the usual fixation on electricity and smoke and static 
(an entire room seems to be lit to resemble a staticky TV screen at one 
point). The camera disappears into a cigarette-burn hole in silk, just like 
it did with the ear in Blue Velvet and John Merrick's hood eyehole in The 
Elephant Man . A Polish woman watches bits of Lynch's funny-scary Internet 
series Rahhits (three actors in bunny heads trading gnomic dialogue as 
the laugh track bursts irrelevantly) and weeps. 

What does all this mean? Why try to impose meaning on it? Why 
not just buy the ticket and take the ride? Lynch has said that since life so 
selaom "makes sense," people shouldn't expect the same of art. That goes 
double for dreams, and INLAND EMPIRE is Lynch's dream of, as he says, 
"a woman in trouble." What will it mean to you? Well, that's between 
you and you. I took it as an epic tone-poem about art vs. artifice, and 
now each informs and warps the other, but I also acknowledge there's a 
lot more to it than that. Essentially, once again. Lynch has gone fishin'. 
Either you go with him or you won't.
